Communists Seen 
Rejecting Proposal 
Involving Symbols 


PARIS (AP) — The Saigon 
government’s peace negotiators 
were reported today to have 
made another proposal that the 
Communists are sure to reject, 
raising the prospect of more de­ 
lay in the start of tile Vietnam 
peace talks even if the delega­ 
tions ever agree on the shape of 
tile conference table. 
Diplomatic informants 
said 
Pham Dang Lam, the nominal 
leader of the South Vietnamese 
delegation, had proposed to the 
U.S. delegation that only the 
United Stales and North and 
South Vietnam be allowed to 
display their flags and name 
plates at the enlarged peace 
talks. 
The 
proposal 
would 
deny 
these sovereignty symbols to 
the Viet Cong’s National Libera­ 
tion Front, the fourth delegation 
that is to be at the talks, on the 
ground that it is no a govern­ 
ment. Since Hanoi and the NLF 
contend that the Front is the 
only legitimate representative 
of the South Vietnamese people 
and that the Saigon government 
is an American puppet repre­ 
senting no one, the Communists 
are certain to insist on full sta­ 
tus for the NLF just as they 
have in the dispute over the 
shape of the conf erence table.

Woman Dies

Brother, 86, Bound 
By Intruders Who

’’On July 20. 1965, President Jo hn.so n sized up 
the maritime situatio n in these wo rds- “Our fu­ 
tu re pro gress depends upo n the willingness o f 
many different gro ups to co -o perate in a man­ 
ner to which they are no t alway s accusto med.” 
‘ With a do ck strike threatening to clo .se do wn 
po rts fro m Maine to Tex as o n Friday , it lo o ks 
as if that “willingness” to co o perate is no t y et 
a fact. 


ALL DOCK STRIKES are co stly but o ne at 
time wo uld adv ersely affect the already -ag­ 
grav ated balance-o f-pay ments picture 
Figures fo r the first 10 mo nths o f 1968 indicate 
a surplus fo r the y ear o f o nly aro und $l billio n 
in this co untry ’s balance o f trade. The 1967 sur­ 
plus was $4.1 billio n. 
The Internatio nal Lo ngsho remen’s Asso ciatio n 
(R.A) didn’t bav e the stability o f the do llar in 
mind when it v o ted to strike. It did so because 
o f inability to reach agreement with shipping 
co mpanies o n a wide rante o f Issues during six 
mo nths o f nego tiatio n. 
This is standard practice in the maritime in­ 
dustry which has a histo ry o f chao tic labo r re­ 
latio ns. Taft-Hartley Act antistrike injunctio ns 
hav e been bro ught against the ILA sev en itmes 
since 1948. In each case, a strike to o k place af­ 
ter ex piratio n o f the 8 0-day co o ling o ff perio d 
It is a go o d bet that histo ry ’ will repeal itself 
Friday . 
As usual, issues in the stalemate are co m­ 
plex . One o f the majo r sticking po ints this y ear 
is the questio n o f guaranteed inco me. The pat­ 
tern-getting New Yo rk Shipping Asso ciatio n has 
o ffered do ck wo rker.s in that po rt a 2.08 0-ho ur 
pay guarantee—a full wo rk y ear o f eight ho urs 
a day , fiv e day s a w'eek, 52 weeks a y ear. 


BUT THE OFFER carried the pro v iso that 
do ck wo rkers agree to accept jo b assignments 
wherev er wo rk ex ists. The unio n balked at that. 
Other issues include wages, pensio ns, fringe 
benefits and pro tectio n against jo b lo sses due to 
increasing use o f cargo co ntainers. 


Ex perts believ e the strike, if it co mes, will 
no t last lo ng. Speculatio n is that fear o f actio n 
by the inco ming 91st Co ngress to fo rce a settle­ 
ment will spur acco rd. 


A White Ho use threat to seek strikebreaking 
legislatio n in 1965 unparaly zed Atlantic and 
Gulf po rts after 33 day s. It wo uldn't be surpris­ 
ing if it came do wn to that again.

Success o f the unique .sy stem to assist heart 
attack v ictims is sho wn by the healthy co ndi­ 
tio n o f fiv e perso ns helped in the past three 
y ears. 


IN ONE CASE, which o ccurreti a y ear ago , 
the cardiac arrest v ictim had abso lutely no 
pulse and was no t breathing when taken to a 
first aid statio n at the stadium. 
A special cardiac resuscitatio n team, wo rking 
with mo dmi equipment, resto red the v ictim's 
heart rhy thm. 
To day , Dr, Earl N, IX‘ppen, the heart attack 
v ictim, w'o rks ev ery day and repo rts’ “As far 
as 1 kno w, I hav e made a co mplete reco v ery ” 
He o wes his reco v ery to the fact the Linco ln 
ho me o f Nebraska’s Omnhuskers happens to be 
the o ne fo o tball stadium in the natio n that has 
perso nnel and equipment o n hand to deal with 
heart attacks. 
At each Co rnhusker ho me game, there are 
scattered thro ugh the stands abo ut 30 Red 
Cro ss v o lunt.P'?rs trained tn keep patients aliv e 
during the first critical minutes fo llo wing a 
heart attack 
Medical interns are strategically placpd and 
aided by the ey es and ears o f Bo y Sco uts who 
serv e as iish'’rs. 
Bry an Memo rial Ho spital in Linco ln pro v ides 


the cardiac team members and lo ans the equip­ 
ment fo r game time use. 


IT IS AN AMBITIOUS and co o perativ e pro ­ 
gram. but it is easy to fo resee the day when 
mo st large stadiums will hav e similar setups. 
It may be that in time, basketball gv ’mna- 
siums and municipal audito riums where large 
cro wds co ngregate will be equipped to deal with 
heart attack patients. 
May be Ohio State Univ ersity wo uld be inter­ 
ested in pio neering the effo rt in Ohio .

A Gallup Po ll surv ey sho ws a majo rity o f 
Americans co nfident that Richard M. Nix o n will 
make a go o d president.

Mo st o f his cho ices fo r high po sts in his 
administratio n hav e met appro v al.

WASHINGTON - Almo st to the final ho ur be­ 
fo re Richard Nix o n’s telev isio n to ur de fo rce, 
o ne o f his emissaries urged a fo rmer Negro 
judge to take a brand new all-po werful cabinet 
lev el po st — which really ended befo re it be­ 
gan. 
The fo rmer jurist, ex -co llege fo o tball star, 
Samuel Riley Pierce Jr., an as.so ciate o f inter­ 
natio nally pro minent mediato r Ted Kheel, was 
to ld he co uld be directo r o f all federal emplo y ­ 
ment — v irtually the natio n’s to p hiring chief, 
with po wer to o v ersee the civ il serv ice and all 
o ther jo b-filling, set po licies and sit In o n the 
cabinet. 'Thus, under him wo uld be mo re than 
three millio n federal emplo y es. Judge Pierce 
refused all thro ugh the night preceding the cab­ 
inet bro adcast ex trav aganza. 
Mr. Pierce wanted to wo rk with Mr Nix o n’s 
“cabinet o f change.” But Mr. Pierce wanted to 
be Secretar>’ o f Labo r. This po st he co uld no t 
hav e. 
This secretary ship had, o f co urse, 
been 
pledged to Pro fesso r Geo rge Pratt Shultz, a 
mo st unique academician, fo r weeks pa.st. Re­ 
luctantly , Mr. Nix o n’s talent sco uts gav e up o n 
Judge Pierce. 


TO THEM, Pro fes.so r, Dean, o r Do cto r Shultz 
was a mo i^ fascinating find. He had taken his 
Ph I) at M.I.T. He had been with President Ei­ 
senho wer as special co nsultant to the Dept, o f 
l^bo r He had been Chief Staff Eco no mist to 
Gen. l^Lsenho wer Co uncil o f Eco no mic Adv isers 
— and ev en held o v er by Jo hn Kennedy as ad­ 
v iser to Arthur Go ldberg’s presidential Labo r- 
Management Adv iso ry Co mmittee. 
Mr. Nix o n’s adv isers had fo und him o n sab­ 
batical at Stanfo rd Univ ersity ’s Center fo r Ad­ 
v anced Studies in Behav io ral Sciences. 
Small wo nder, then, that o ne o f the three, o r 
fo ur, unio n chiefs who make natio nal labo r po li­ 
cy said grimly the mo rning after the anno unce­ 
ment: “An academician, huh, well if he co mes 
with a scho o lteacher co mplex , we'll unlearn 
him If no t, then in us he has a friend, I think.” 
But Geo rge Shultz is an academician by pro ­ 
fessio n and eruditio n o nly . Otherwise he’s 
shirt-sleev e all the way . He kno ws where the 
hix iies are buried. He kno ws the sensitiv ities, 
the po litical stresses, the po wer play s inside la­ 
bo r. He's fro m Chicago , .so . o f co urse, the 
Washingto n cro wd believ es him to be pro v incial 
— and the newsmen igno red him in their swift 
analy sis o f the new cabinet o f men who hav e 
no t liv ed in Washingto n these past fantastic 
eight y ears. 


THIS IS A PITY. Secretary -elect Shultz will 
be in the news far mo re o ften than many o f his 
co lleagues. He is Mr. Nix o n’s internal secretary 
o f .state, the env o y to a mo v ement 20 millio n 
stro ng, it is the natio n’s largest o rganized blo c 
which, if families are minted, to tals so me 80 
millio n o f o ur peo ple. 
Mr. Shultz mirro rs Mr. Nix o ii quite well. Nei­ 
ther o f them believ es that labo r-management 
battles, majo r strikes and industrial co nflicts 
sho uld l>e settled in the White Ho use — as these 
struggles hav e been liandled by Franklin Ro o s- 


ev elt, Harry Truman. Jo hn Kennedy and Ly n­ 
do n Jo hn.so n. 
So the 48 -y ear-o ld, single-martini, o ccasio nal 
sco to h-drinkmg genial Pro fesso r Shultz will run 
interference fo r the new President. The pro fes­ 
so r. until recently dean o f Chicago Univ ersity ’s 
Graduate Scho o l o f Busine.ss, will get bo wled 
o v er fro m time to time, no do ubt. But that’s 
o nly becau.se he's mo hard-liner. He is pro co llec- 
tiv e bargaining. 


THIS MEA.NS THAT the new administratio n 
will let the bo y s battle it o ut o n the picket lines 
if necessary . Rut no ne o f this being lo cked in 
the White Ho use ex ecutiv e o ffices thro ugh the 
night while the President nurses them into a 
settlement. 
It w’ill he hands o ff all the way . I>ean Shultz 
believ es that ev en the cabinet sho uld “v irtually 
refuse to get inv o lv ed” in the ‘■’trike crises — 
many o f which will begin Jan. 1. 
Dr. v Shultz has a unique theo ry o n critical 
strikes w'hich whip up natio nal anger, fear and 
co ncern when they affect the co untry ’s health, 
safety and defense. He wo uld hav e “partial o p­ 
eratio n” o f so me struck facilities — while al­ 
lo wing the shutdo wn o f o thers. 
.As fo r Mr. Nix o n’s “bridges to dignity .” Mr. 
Shultz believ ^'s in a stro ng v o ice fo r “peo ple o f 
the ghetto ” in running the pro grams fo r the 
fight o n po v erty , jo b training and battle against 
the slums. 
Tho se w’ho kno w him — industrialist and la­ 
bo r leader alike < and these are no t many )—« ay , 
if y o u want to find Shultz, just glance do wn the 
middle o f the ro ad He’ll be in the center lane, 
and no o ne will push him to the right o r left. 
That’s w'hat the President-elect wanted. That’s 
what he go t.

The Supreme Co urt’s refusal to rev iew ttie 
go v enwnenit’s right to o rder r« ?erv ists to activ e 
duty ih Vietnam is tantamo unt to a co nfirma­ 
tio n o f tire legality o f the American military o p- 
« •atio ns being co nducted to day in So utheast 
Asia. 
Justice Do uglas, who wro te a v igo ro us dis­ 
sent, argued that the (x mstitutio nality o f the 
Vietnam War has nev er been reso lv ed. 
' .But go v ernment atto rney s co ntended that a 
law passed by Co ngress allo ws the president to 
o rder any unit o f the ready reserv e o f the 
armed fo rces to gKrtiv e duty fo r a perio d up to 
24 mo nths, and that the autho rity to mo v e such 
fo rces is regularly ex ercised by the ex ecutiv e 
branch o f the go v ernment. 


THE CONSTITUTION giv es Co ngress the 
right “to pro v ide fo r calling fo rth the militia to 
ex ecute the laws o f the Unio n, suppress in­ 
surrectio ns, and repel inv asio ns,” and also “to 
pro v ide fo r o rganizing, arming, and disciplining 
the militia, and fOT go v erning such part o f them 
as may be emplo y ed in the serv ice o f the Unit­ 
ed States.” 
The dispute, which has been go ing o n fo r 
so me time as to the co nstitutio nality o f the 
Vietnam War, Is no t so much co ncerned with 
the right o f the ex ecutiv e to o perate the armed 
fo rces — fir the president is by the Onstitu tio n 
designated a« “co mmander-in-chiGf” — but 
ra ther is related to an absence o f what might 
be called a “declaratio n o f war.” 
The Co nstitutio n say s that Co ngress “shall 
hav e po wer to declare war,” and do es no t de­ 
fine the fo rm such a declaratio n may take o r 
pro hibit the president fro m ex ercising his po w­ 
ers as co mmander-in-chief o f the armed ser­ 
v ices. 
So metim« ! a war arises suddenly and the 
United States is co mpelled to defend its farces 
o r the liv es and pro perty o f its citizens in a fo r­ 
eign co untry when there is no t time to ask Co n­ 
gress fo r permissio n. 
Befo re substantial numbers o f American 
tro o ps went to Vietnam, o nly adv isers and tech­ 
nicians were sent there. When it was apparent 
that No rth Vietnam was engaging in acts o f ag­ 
gressio n, the United States came to the military ' 
assistance o f the So uth Vietnam go v ernment at 
its request. 
The So utheast Asia Treaty , as ratified by the 
aggressio n by means o f armed attack in the 
Senate, states that “each party reco gnizes that 
treaty area again.st any o f the parties o r 
against any state o r territo ry which the par­ 
ties by unanimo us agreement may hereafter 
designate, wo uld endanger its o wn peace and 
safety , and agrees that it will in that ev ent act 
to mwt the co mmo n danger in acco rdance with 
its co nstitutio nal pro cesses.” 
This means that the United States accepted 
direct respo nsibility in So utheast Asia and. as 
emergencies dev elo ped, had the right to send 
tro o ps there. Ongress, m o r^v er, co uld at any 
time refuse to pass bills appro priating funds fo r 
the Vietnam War o r co uld ev en declare the war 
at an end so far as the United States Is co n­ 
cerned. 
No such po wer has been ex ercised Indeed, 
when the war was ex tended to the high seas 
and attacks o n American ships o ccurred in the 
GuH o f To nkin, the President asked Co ngress to 
pass a reso lutio n which read as fo llo ws- 
“Reso lv ed by the Senate and Ho use o f Repre­ 
sentativ es o f the United States o f America in 
Co ngress assembled, that the Co ngress ap­ 
pro v es and suppo rts the determinatio n o f the 
President, as co nrunander-in-chief, to take all 
necessar>’ measures to repel any armed attack 
against the fo rces o f the United States and to 
prev ent further aggressio n ” 
The passage o f this reso lutio n in August erf 
1964 was co nsictered at the time as equiv alent 
to a “declaratio n o f a state o f war” When 
No rth Ko rea inv aded So uth Ko rea in June o f 
1950,

We are back w ee more to the rn ini-hat tie of 
Route 172, the seemingly endless verbal skirm­ 
ishes and major court assaults involving the 
Columbiana County Commissioners and the Su­ 
perintendent of the County Home.

On July 20, 1905. President Johnson sized up 
the maritime situation in these words: “Our fu­ 
ture progress depends upon the willingness of 
many different groups to co-operate in a man­ 
ner to which they are not always accustomed.” 
With a dock strike threatening to close down 
ports from Maine to Texas on Friday, it looks 
as if that “willingness” to co operate is not yet 
a fact. 


ALL DOCK STRIKES are costly but one at 
this time would adversely affect the already-ag­ 
gravated balance-of-payments picture. 
Figures for the first IO months of 1968 indicate 
a surplus for the year of only around $1 billion 
in this country’s balance of trade. The 1967 sur­ 
plus was $4.1 billion. 
The International Longshoremen’s Association 
(TLA) didn’t have the stability of the dollar in 
mind when it voted to strike. It did so because 
of' inability to reach agreement with shipping 
companies on a wide rante of issues during six 
months of negotiation. 
This is standard practice in the maritime in­ 
dustry which has a history of chaotic labor re­ 
lations. Taft-Hartley Act antistrike injunctions 
have been brought against the IT,A seven itmes 
since 1948. In each case, a strike took place af­ 
ter expiration of the 80-day cooling off period 
It is a good bet that history will repeat itself 
Friday. 
As usual, issues in the stalemate are com­ 
plex. One of the major sticking points this year 
is the question of guaranteed income. The pat­ 
tern-setting New York Shipping Association has 
offered dock workers in that port a 2,080-hour 
pay guarantee—a full work year of eight hours 
a day, five days a week, 52 weeks a year. 


Quick now', name one nonhuman beneficiary 
of 20th century technology. 
Right, the whale. 
Oh, you didn’t guess the whale, and you want, 
an explanation. Okay. 
Whaling has been profitable over the years 
because practically all of the whale is useful 
commercially. The meat is eaten in some coun­ 
tries. The oil produced from rendered whale 
blubber can be used as a fuel or in soapm ak­ 
ing. Whalebone, which once sold for around 
$5,000 a ton. today is used mainly in brushes. 
Ambergris, sometimes found in the intestines 
of whales, is exceedingly valuable as a perfume 
fixative. And leather can be made from the 
skin of the whole whale. 
Now modern technology enters the picture 
and substitutes man-made products for most of 
those which once made whales valuable Pres­ 
to. the whale market takes a dip and the 
world’s largest creature is saved from extinc­ 
tion. 
Lack of interest in the Antarctic whaling sea­ 
son. which opened last week, underscores the 
declining demand for whale products. Only two 
countries — Japan and the Soviet Union — are 
sending whaling fleets to the Antarctic.

He owes his recovery to the fact the Lincoln 
home of Nebraska’s Cornhuskers happens to be 
the one football stadium in the nation that has 
personnel and equipment on hand to deal with 
heart attacks. 
At each Cornhusker home game, there are 
scattered through the stands about 30 Red 
Cross volunteers trained lo keep patients alive 
during the first critical minutes following a 
heart attack

aided by the eyes and ears of Boy Scouts who 
serve as ushers.

There is always a special irony of death or 
sadness at Christmas time, and this applies in 
particular to traffic accidents or arrests which 
can so easily be avoided. 
Each holiday period The Review publishes 
stories of fatal highway crashes, men, women 
and children being injured in collisions, motor­ 
ists jailed for careless driving or operating autos 
while intoxicated.

A Good Sign 


A Gallup Poll survey shows a majority of 
Americans confident that Richard M. Nixon will 
make a good president. 
President-elect Nixon has impressed many 
skeptics with his program for an orderly chan­ 
geover Most of his choices for high posts in his 
administration have met approval. 
So far public opinion reflects favorably upon 
Mr. Nixon’s ability to balance caution, wisdom 
and his zest for getting on with the job. 
On the basis of Gallup Poll figures, 51 por 
cent of all Americans believp Mr Nixon will be 
a “good" president; 34 percent, a “fair” presi­ 
dent and 6 per cent, a “great” president, 
With most Americans willing to give Mr Nix­ 
on a chance to prove himself his administration 
will get off on the right psychological note. 


WASHINGTON — Almost to the final hour be­ 
fore Richard Nixon’s television tour de force, 
one of his emissaries urged a former Negro 
judge to take a brand new all-powerful cabinet 
level post — which really ended before it be­ 
gan. 
The former jurist, ex-college football star, 
Samuel Riley Pierce Jr., an associate of inter­ 
nationally prominent mediator Ted Kheel, was 
told he could be director of all federal employ­ 
ment — virtually the nation’s top hiring chief, 
with power to oversee the civil service and all 
other job-filling, set policies and sit in on the 
cabinet. Thus, under him would be more than 
three million federal employes. Judge Pierce 
refused all through the night preceding the cab­ 
inet broadcast extravaganza. 
Mr. Pierce wanted to work with Mr. Nixon’s 
“ cabinet of change.” But Mr. Pierce wanted to 
be Secretary7 of Labor. This post he could not 
have. 
This 
secretaryship 
had, 
of course, 
been 
pledged to Professor George Pratt Shultz, a 
most unique academician, for weeks past. Re­ 
luctantly, Mr. Nixon’s talent scouts gave up on 
Judge Pierce. 


TO THEM, Professor, Dean, or Doctor Shultz 
was a most fascinating find. He had taken his 
Ph D at M.I.T. He had been with President Ei­ 
senhower as special consultant to the Dept. of 
Labor. He had been Chief Staff Economist to 
Gen. Eisenhower Council of Economic Advisers 
— and even held over by John Kennedy as ad­ 
viser to Arthur Goldberg’s presidential Labor- 
Management Advisory Committee. 
Mr. Nixon’s advisers had found him on sab­ 
batical at Stanford University’s Center for Ad­ 
vanced Studies in Behavioral Sciences. 
Small wonder, then, that one of the three, or 
four, union chiefs who make national labor poli­ 
cy said grimly the morning after the announce­ 
ment: “An academician, huh, well if he comes 
with a schoolteacher complex, we'll unlearn 
him lf not, then in us he has a friend, I think.” 
But George Shultz is an academician by pro­ 
fession and erudition only. 
Otherwise 
he’s 
shirt-sleeve all the way. He knows where the 
bodies are buried. He knows the sensitivities, 
the political stresses, the power plays inside la­ 
bor. He’s from Chicago, so, of course, the 
Washington crowd believes him to be provincial 
— and the newsmen ignored him in their swift 
analysis of the new cabinet of men who have 
not lived in Washington these past fantastic 
eight years. 


THIS IS A PITY. Secretary-elect Shultz will 
he in the news far more often than many of his 
colleagues. He is Mr. Nixon’s internal secretary 
of state, the envoy to a movement 20 million 
strong. It is the nation’s largest organized bloc 
which, if families are counted, totals some BO 
million of our people. 
Mr. Shultz mirrors Mr. Nixon quite well. Nei­ 
ther of them believes that labor-management 
battles, major strikes and industrial conflicts 
should l>e settled in the White House — as these 
struggles have been liandled by Franklin Roos­ 


evelt, Harry Truman, John Kennedy and Lyn­ 
don Johnson. 
So the 48-year-old, single-martini, occasional 
scotch-drinking genial Professor Shultz will run 
interference for the new President. The profes­ 
sor. until recently dean of Chicago University’s 
Graduate School of Business, will get bowled 
over from time to time, no doubt. But that’s 
only because he's mo hard-liner. He is procollec­ 
tive bargaining. 


THIS MEANS THAT the new administration 
will let the boys battle it out on the picket lines 
if necessary. But none of this being locked in 
the White House executive offices through the 
night while the President nurses them into a 
settlement. 
It wall be hands off all the way. Dean Shultz 
believes that even the cabinet should “virtually 
refuse to get involved” in the ‘•'trike crises -- 
many of which will begin Jan. I. 
Dr. Shultz has a unique theory on critical 
strikes which whip up national anger, fear and 
concern when they affect the country’s health, 
safety and defense. He would have “ partial op­ 
eration” of some struck facilities — while al­ 
lowing the shutdown of others. 
As for Mr. Nixon’s “bridges to dignity,” Mr. 
Shultz believes in a strong voice for "people of 
the ghetto” in running the programs for the 
fight on poverty, job training and battle against 
the slums. 
Those who know him — industrialist and la­ 
bor leader alike (and these are not many)—say, 
if you want to find Shultz, just glance down the 
middle of the road. He’ll be in the center lane, 
and no one will push him to the right or left. 
That’s what the President-elect wanted. That’s 
what he got.

The Court 
And Reservists 


The Supreme Court’s refusal to review the 
government’s right to order reservists to active 
duty ih Vietnam is tantamount to a confirma­ 
tion of the legality of the American military op­ 
erations being conducted today in Southeast 
Asia. 
Justice Douglas, who wrote a vigorous dis­ 
sent, argued that the constitutionality of the 
Vietnam War has never been resolved. 
' But government attorneys contended that a 
law passed by Congress allows the president to 
order any unit of the ready reserve of the 
armed forces to active duty for a period up to 
24 months, and that the authority to move such 
forces is regularly exercised by the executive 
branch of the government. 


THE CONSTITUTION gives Congress the 
right “to provide for calling forth the militia to 
execute the laws of the Union, suppress in­ 
surrections, and repel invasions,” and also “to 
provide for organizing, arming, and disciplining 
the militia, and for governing such part of them 
as may be employed in the service of the Unit­ 
ed States.” 
The dispute, which has been going on for 
some time as to the constitutionality of the 
Vietnam War, is not so much concerned with 
the right of the executive to operate the armed 
forces — for the president is by the Constitution 
designated as “commander-in-chief” — but 
rather is related to an absence of what might 
be called a “declaration of war.” 
The Constitution says that Congress “shall 
have power to declare war,” and does not de­ 
fine the form such a declaration may take or 
prohibit the president from exercising his pow­ 
ers as commander-in-chief of the armed ser­ 
vices. 
Sometimes a war arises suddenly and the 
United States is compelled to defend its forces 
or the lives and property of its citizens in a for­ 
eign country when there is not time to ask Con­ 
gress for permission. 
Before substantial 
numbers 
of 
American 
troops went to Vietnam, only advisers and tech­ 
nicians were sent there. When it was apparent 
that North Vietnam was engaging in acts of ag­ 
gression, the United States came to the military 
assistance of the South Vietnam government at 
its request. 
The Southeast Asia Treaty, as ratified by the 
aggression by means of armed attack in the 
Senate, states that “each party recognizes that 
treaty area against any of the parties or 
against any state or territory which the par­ 
ties by unanimous agreement may hereafter 
designate, would endanger its own peace and 
safety, and agrees that it will in that event act 
to meet the common danger in accordance with 
its constitutional processes.” 
This means that the United States accepted 
direct responsibility in Southeast Asia and. as 
emergencies developed, had the right to send 
troops there. Congress, moreover, could at any 
time refuse to pass bills appropriating funds for 
the Vietnam War or could even declare the war 
at an end so far as the United States Is con­ 
cerned. 
No such power has been exercised. Indeed, 
when the war was extended to the high seas 
and attacks on American ships occurred in the 
Gulf of Tonkin, the President asked Congress to 
pass a resolution which read as follows: 
“Resolved by the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, that the Congress ap­ 
proves and supports the determination of the 
President, as commander-in-chief, to take all 
necessary measures to repel any armed attack 
against the forces of the United States and to 
prevent further aggression.” 
The passage of this resolution in August of 
1964 was considered at the time as equivalent 
to a “declaration of a state of war.” When 
North Korea invaded South Korea in June of 
1950, 
President 
Truman 
ordered 
American 
forces to go to the aid of South Korea and the 
United Nations promptly authorized the use of 
an inter-national force, along with American 
troops, to repel the North Korean aggression. 


CONGRESS NEVER PASSED any resolution 
“ declaring war” or declaring a “state of war." 
and there are 55.000 American troops still sta­ 
tioned in South Korea. 
With this series of precedents, the Supreme 
Court naturally saw no particular purpose in 
passing upon the right of the president of the 
United States to conduct foreign policy or to 
send American troops abroad as long as Con­ 
gress continues to authorize expenditures for 
that purpose.

Giles, president of the N ational 
League. 
M iller .said he had m et with 
the com m ittee and that the offer 
fell far short, of w hat the players 
feci is justified. 
“ This is their fir.st proposal,” 
said M iller, “ and it is inadequ­ 
ate and outrageous. N ear the 
end of the m eeting they gav e us 
a press release. 
The 
w ritten 
statem ent is as fraudulent as 
anything 1 hav e seen.” 
W hat angered M iller w as the 


ow ners’ contention that the m il­ 
lion dollar offer would substan­ 
tially increase the pension pool. 
It pretends,” M iller said, re ­ 
ferring to the ow ners’ press re ­ 
lease, “ that they hav e m ade an 
offer which will perm it a sub­ 
stantial increase in t.he pension 
benefits-for the players. The of­ 
fer actually will perm it no in­ 
crease in benefits to the players 
w hatsoev er. 
“ M ajor league expansion plus 
the ow ners insisting on paying 
off the unfunded liability of the 
pension plan a t a faster rate 
than ev er before would reach 
the $5.1 m illion total they pro­ 
pose.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - “Un­ 
fortunately,” says former ac­ 
tress Dolores Moran, “for the 
life of me I can’t remember the 
man.” 
She was talking of Anthony 
Ponce, a 58-year-old bachelor 
recluse who left her most of his 
$250,000 to $300,000 estate. 
Miss Moran, now 41, appar­ 
ently met him when she was a 
15-year-old carhop in Sunnyvale, 
Calif. 
Joseph DeGioia, attorney for 
the will’s executor, suggested 
Ponce may never have realized 
how much he was leaving Miss 
Moran. The will was drawn up 
in 1947. It left $6,000 to five 
nieces and a newphew and 
“all the rest of my real and per­ 
sonal property to Dolores Mo­ 
ran of Hollywood, Calif., former­ 
ly employed by Warner Broth­ 
ers.” 
The other property included a 
10-acre apricot grove that was 
worth perhaps $1,000 in 1941, 
when Ponce is believed to have 
met Miss Moran. Since then, the 
property his become surround­ 
ed by exclusive Sunnyvale hous­ 
ing developments. Attorneys es­ 
timate 
its 
value 
now 
from 
$250,000 to perhaps $300,000, 
The nieces and nephew, all 
married and of modest incomes, 
say they plan to contest the will, 


filed for probate Monday. 
Ponce lived in a modest house 
on the grove. Few in Sunnyvale, 
which is in northern California, 
knew him. A long-time friend, 
George Bonacich, said Ponce 
“never mentioned anybody. He 
was pretty close mouthed.” 
DeGioia also said Ponce never 
mentioned Miss Moran: 
“ He 
just remembered her. He took a 
liking to her when she was a 
young girl and he dropped in at 
the drive-in for an occasional 
cup of coffee.” She says her 
memory of the incident has 
been “washed away” by time. 
Miss Moran, at 16, signed a 
seven-year contract with War­ 
ner Bros. She was called a “new 
Jean Harlow.” She had star bill­ 
ings in “The Horn Blows at Mid­ 
night,” “Johnny One-Eye,” and 
“Old Acquaintance.” She quit 
acting after marrying producer 
Benedict E. Bogeaus. They had 
one child, Brett, now 20, and 
were divorced four years ago. 
Bogeaus, who produced, among 
others, “The Bridge of San Luis 
Rey,” died last August. 
“Life is truly an extraordi­ 
nary procession,” Miss Moran 
said Tuesday of Ponce’s will. 
“What a beautiful t h i n g . It’s 
phenomenal. I’m not living in 
poverty, certainly. But my reac­ 
tion was one of marvel, awe.”

A N SW I R: The Pope is the supreme head of the Roman 
Catholic Church. I he Erst Bishop of Rome, it is recorded, 
was Saint Peter, one of Christ's apostles. If you will read 
in the Bible Matthew 16, verses 16 to 19, and John, verve 
15, you will find the authority on which the Roman 
Catholic papacy is based. I-rom Saint Peter, the succession 
of Popes reaches in an unbroken line to the present. It is 
not true, however, that all the Popes in history have been 
Italians. St. Peter himself was horn in the town of 
Bethsaida in the Hoi} I and. During one period of con­ 
fusion, the papacy was moved to Avigaon in France. 
Brought back to Rome in the 1300’s by Urban V, the 
papacy worked out improved relations with the Italian 
government, so that a tradition became established of 
cordial relations. It is the cardinals who choose the new 
Pope, and most cardinals have been Italians. Perhaps 
because of this, and of the situation of the Vatican in the 
city of Rome, the cardinals have chosen Italian Popes for 
hundreds of years, although, officially, any Roman Catho­ 
lic could be chosen as Pope.
